Unemployed Council 
Shows Him Up 


Mayor McKee, who recently told a 
delegation elected by the unemployed 
workers of New York that they could 
give no relief to the unemployed be- 
cause he must consider the interests 
of the bankers and real estate own- 
ers, has been added to the list of the 
boosters of the “Work Sharing’ 
scheme. 

The “Work Sharing” scheme was 
started by Teagle, head of the Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey, and calls on 
the employed workers to accept more 
wage cuts and also to divide the 
handful of jobs they have with the 
unemployed. The workers bear the 
whole burden of the crisis under this 
clever plan. ° ° 

The Unemployeg Council of Great- 
er New York has issued a statement 
exposing the “Work Sharing” scheme 
and McKee. The statement reads in 
part: 

McKee’s proclamation declares that 
the object of the campaign, initiated 
by President Hoover and such labor 
hating magnates as Teagle of the 
Standard Oil, is to see that ‘even 
though the total amount of work to 
be done remains the same, the num- 
ber of jobs may increase and millions 
of men and women may again become 
self-supporting, and all of us can 
share renewed confidence.’ Even the 
Federal proponents of this measure 
did not have the nerve to engage in 
such gross exaggeration but stated 
that approximately one million might 
obtain part time work throughout the 
country. 


House Workers Meet 
Friday on Plan to 
Form Organization 


NEW YORK—A Committee ol 
Rank and File house wreckers has 
called an open meeting of all house 
wreckers for Friday, Oct. 7 at 8 p. m. 
at Manhattan Lyceum to discuss or- 
ganization in this trade. 

The commmittee points out that 
conditions are getting worse. Three 
quarters of the house wreckers in 
New York are unemployed. Local 95 
of the Hod Carricrs and Common 
Laborers (A. F. L.) refuses to do any- 
thing. Its officials are supplying 
laborers to the bosses for fram 25 
cents to 50 cents per hour wages.

S.L.P. Betrays Jamestown 


Workers; Says “Don’t Strike”’ 


By JOHN VAN. 

JAMESTOWN, N. Y.—The workers 
in the Art Metal Factory here are 
beirig robbed not only by wage cuts, 
but now the bosses have come for- 
ward with a new scheme. They have 
devised a contract system, which 
méartis that a worker is allowed so 
much time to finish a job, and if he 
cannot finish it in the allotted time, 
he must finish it on his own time for 
nothing. 

A worker got a job that allowed 15 
hours contract by the bosses. It was 
impossible to finish it in 15 hours, 
as_ it took him two weeks to finish 
it. Yet the bosses only paiq him for 
the 15 hours. He received $1.80, for 
two. weeks work. 

The Art Metal has been cutting the 
Wages nearly every week. The work- 
ers are becoming fed up with this 
system of peonage, and a few men 
fronr the press room have struck and 
gone home. 

In order to curb the rising mili- 
tangy of the workers a few S8.L.P. 
migjeaders have formed a union. call- 
ed the United Workers of America 
and their main slogan is NO 
STRIKE. They tell the workers that 
capitalism will die of itself, but ne- 
giect to tell them what the workers 
are to eat while capitalism decides 
to commite suicide. The United 


Workers and its fake misleaders have 
absolutely refused to back up the 
striking pressmen, and that is not 
surprising, seeing as how Smith, the 
president of the union, has just pur- 
chased a new car which smells sus- 
piciously like a gift from the local 
chamber of commerce. 

The workers are learning that the 
United Workem leaders and union 
officers are paid tools of the bosses, 
and they are learning that the only 
union is a union affiliated to the 
TUUL. 

The Jamestown Worsted Mills have 
been cut three times. If a worker 
works full tim@ weaving all week; in- 
cluding Saturday, every day till five 
o’clock, he will only make $12 piece 
work. The bosses also insist that the 
day workers work until 10 p. m. for 
nearly the same amount. , 

The workers in Tollitsons factory 
are earning as low as ten cents an 
hour.
